Retlaw-Lomond 
Utilities Board 
Holds Meet 


The Retlaw-Lomond Utilities Board 
held its first regularly called meeting 
in Paulson’s Hall, Travers, last Friday 
afternoon, more than twenty delegates 
being present. Organization was the 
first issue, Cruickshanks of Retlaw 
was elected president, and the vice- 
presidents are Elves of Lomond, Collier 
of Enchant, Paulson of Travers. A. P. 
Hempel of Retlaw was retained as sec- 
retary. This order of business took up 
a good deal of time. 

There was no communication at hand 
with regard to the action taken by the 
Railway Commission on the protest for 
» a better service, consequently it was 
taken for granted that the public. was 
stung. _As the Railway Commission 
holds a sitting in Lethbridge Feb. 25th, 
Cruickshanks and Elves were appointed 
a delegation to take the matter up with 
the Commissioners direct. It was fur- 
ther conceded that the investigation 
conducted by the Commission’s repre- 
sentative was of a very prejudiced and 
unfair noture and a resolution was auth- 
orized condemning the methods pursued. 

The. mail service was taken up at 


length and it was finally decided to pro- 
ceed to negotiate with the post office 
department for a daily mail, Retlaw 
and Enchant to be served from Taber, 
while Lomond and Travers would get 
theirs from Vulcan. 

The matter of turning water into the 
Little Bow was discussed and pressure 
will be brought to bear on the proper 
authorities for the accomplishment of 
this end. 

A resolution was authorized demand- 
ing that-wholesale oil dealers be com- 
pelled to sell gasolene and kérosene by 
the measured gallon, the same as the 
retailér. It is quite commonly acknow- 
ledged that the present system of 
weighing does not hold out.

Brother of Lomond 
Man Badly Burned 
in Bush Fire 


The man, Julius Opsahl, referred to 
in this article is a brother of J. I. Ims- 


und north of Lomond. The article was 


taken from the Superior Telegram of 
Dec. 9th. 

After nearly eight weeks of confine- 
ment to his home suffering from the 
terrible iujnries recieved in the awful 
forest fire on October 12 last, Mr. Peter 
Eimon, president of Eimon Mercantile 
company, is/able to appear at his desk 
for a short time each day. Of his 
companions in the fateful auto that 
took the injured quartette right fnto 
the heart of the holocaust, Ben Eimon, 
treasurer, and Frazer McKenzie, buyer 
of the concern, have been at work for 
a couple of weeks already although 
both are bearing marks of their awful 
experience. The fourth companion, 
Julius Opsahl, is still confined to his 
bed at St. Lukes’s hospital, Duluth, 
with the chances against his return 
to his home until after the beginning 
of the new year. 

The experience that these four 
brave men went through in self-sacrifice 
and suffering to save the lives of 
ethers stands apart as something that 
fortunately comes  inté the lives of 
very few. It was at four in the after- 
noon on that awful Saturday that the 
call for help from Superior auto own- 
ers to come to the rescue of the sett- 
lers scattered throngh the zone 
sweeping before a hurricane going at 
60 miles hour. It caught Peter Eimon 
just closing his desk for the week. 
Calling McKenzie and Opshal to come 
along the trio jumped into his ‘‘qzup”’ 
standing pefore the door and set out 
for their homes to get on their hunt- 
ing suits before setting out on their 
eventful journey. On the way they 
picked up Ben, also in hunting rig, 
with heavy mackinaws outside, and in 
a..short time were right in the midst 
of the fire field. 

Strange to say it was these very 
*‘Patrick’’ coats that saved their lives 
when they were laying out there on 
the flame swept road a few hours later 
engulfed in a sea of fire that snuffed 
out the lives of nine other human 
beings only afiew hundred feet further 
back, and over a thousand others. 

The four men got into the ‘stricken 
district on the Miller road, formerly 
called Pike Lake turnpike, about 5 
p.m, and immediately started to bring 
struggling refugees to a large clearing 
on Louis Anderson’s farm a short dis- 
tance nearer town. The farm lies 
about eight miles from Duluth- A 
large number refugtes were thus 
brought into comparative safety, and 
no donbt most of them eventually 
saved from death in the flames. 

About 7:30 the four started back to 
Duluth. Shortly afterward they had 
a blow-out, but that did not stop them 
unhil a couple of miles further on 
when the rim got so bad they had to 
stop for repairs. They lostjconsiderable 
time and when they finally got in 
some kind of shape to start, the fire 
shot right through the brush ahead of 
them. Still they pressed on, blinded 
by smoke and unable to see their way 
until a sudden turn in the road a few 
rode further on they ran into a ditch 
and wretked the car. -Here Ben in the 
fearful jar shot through the windshield 
and received a cut over the eye that 
may mark him the rest of his pays. 


The four men speedily abandoned the 
car, joined hands and decided to. stick 
togather. With firetn front of them 
they started to run back on the road 
where the flames as yet hadn’t broke 
through. Afterarun of perhaps 60 
feet the ajso swept over the road be- 


hind and there they were entirely sur-| = 


rounded, Forced to let go of each 
other the men separated and tried an- 
other run for it. 

Finally three of them laid down and 
gave themslves up for lost. All had 
given up hope of rescue and their 
thoughts turned to their Maker and the 
beyond. Peter Eimon stood up throhg 
it all, which accounts for his more se- 
vere burns, than some of the others. 

After staying where they were for 
the better part of an hour the men re- 
gained their wind and started to find 
one another in whidh they soon succed- 
ed. Hearing piteous cries some dis- 
tance back they found the remnants of 
the ill fated Kendall party five persons 


in one auto who all perished. Three of | ——

It was only 
within a short distane of them that 
Mr. and Mrs Frey found in each oher,s 
arms.
